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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The current claim language states that the 
obtained measurements are reported to a professional. The combination of Rho and Brown provide a means of obtaining hearing test 
results and reporting the results. There is no teaching or suggestion in either Rho or Brown that a professional would not be able to utilize 
the obtained results. Therefore Claim 1 remains rejected under Rho and Brown. 
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
